' ROAD HIR TIHEg

Mayor l.ane, !ho took the trip
around the island vesterday with Lhe'
members of the road committee,
especially entbhusiastie ﬁoncomingI
that portion of the around-the-island
rcad known as the Pupukea strip.
This portion runs for a distance of*
some four and three-quarter miles. |

“It is a great plece of road,” says
the mavcr. “and one surely finds it a
pleasure to ride over the compieted
perts. A few weeks more will see [t
finished, and then we can certainly |
boast a splendid start on the around-
the-island rcad.”

Two gangs are at work on the road,
one gang at Kahuku working under
the supervision of Andrew Adams and
the other gang at Walalua end, under
Oscar Cox. This is the work that
was takem over by the city, after re-
jecting other bids which were consid-
ered far too high. An appropriation
of $20,000 was made for carrying on
the censtruction.

Engineer Whitehouse says that the
strip of road to which the mayor re
fers will be finished by the end of the
month, and that the outfit used there
will be removed immediately ' after
that to Kahsna, that work may he
kept up continuously.

The engineer says. that it will be
necessary, heginning in about a2 month,
to close the road entirely for periods
of two and three weeks and shut off
traffic of all sorts in some parts trom
time to timre. This will preveat an
entire arcund-the-island trip, be says.!
